An Idaho Gold Finder. 


OT/D BABOON'S BISTORT. 


Tbo minen thus far found in tbe north 


had proved of but little account; and tbe 
minors were pouring back, aa from a Wa- 
terloo. I bad run a fierce opposition to 
Wells, Fargo & Co., and as a result, sat 
alone in my office in October, 1862, trying 
to think, calmly as I could, bow many oi 
tbo best years oi my life it would take to> 
settle the coata, when the moat ragged and 
wretched looking individual I ever beheld 
looking back stealthily over his shoulder, 
entered and took a seat silently in the far- 
ther corner. Ho had a round, heavy head 
covered with a shaggy coat of half giey 
hair, which an Indian the least expert 
could have lifted without the trouble of 
removing his patched apology for a hat. 
Ho had an enormous chin, that looked like 
a deformity. He seemed to sit behind it 
and look at me there, as you would sit be- 
hind a redoubt in a rifle-pit watching an 
enemy. His right band stuck stubbornly 
to his pocket, while' his left clutched the 
bowl of his pipe, which ho smoked furi- 
ously, driving the smoke fiercely through 
his nostrils like steam through twin-valves 
I'think big tattered duck-pants were stuck 
in the tops of his boots; bat after the 
lapse of nearly eight years I do riot re- 
member distinctly.

graph. 


Peter Bablaino, Esq., of Easton, North- 


ampton county, Pennsylvania, reached 
Sanrrancisco|inI1840, as refined and^n- 
telligent a gentleman as could' be found. 
A few weeks of luckless ventures,-how- 
evf r, left him' unable to respond to his 
landlady's bill, i She said fiercely, " Ton 
are no gentleman." He answered, quietly, 
" Neither are yon, Mrs. Flanigan ;'! and 
quietly left the house. He felt that he 
had lost or left something behind him. 
He hai . The "Esq." had been knocked 
from his name as'easily as you would wish 
to kick a hat from tho pavement on the 
first day of'April. 
• 


Another week of«wandering about the 


town in dirty linen,' and his acquaintance 
treated the tail end of his Christian name 
as Aloibiades did the celebrated dog of 
Athens. He-was now simply "Peter Bab- 
laine," and thus set out for the mines. A 
few months of hard usage, and he found 
tbo whole front of his name ripped off and 
lost. " Bablaiue" was all that was left. 


Ten years now passed. Ten terrible 


years in which this brave and resolute 
man had dared more than Ccesar, had en- 
dured more than Ney; and he found that 
the entire end of his- father's name had 
been, somewhere in the Sierras, worn or 
torn away, and hid or covered up forever 
in the tailings.

Their blankets-were-spread by a 
little spring stream that hugged a. dense 
growth of n tamarack at'the edge of .the 
prairie.--The prairie lay near-the-eentre 
of an immense enow-created horseshoe, 
opening tojthe south, of aSout'thiity miles 
in diameter. A farm on the;Ohic-voould 
have produced as many 'indications' to Co 
Californian gold-hunter as the site of this 
crap; bat as the day wore on, and the 
hunters delayed retuia, Baboon, to kill

filled it and carelessly 'washed it out. 
Marshal, in tbe mill-race,-could "-not hikve 
been more ^surprised. Half a handful! of 
gold—rough, rugged little specimens, 
about the size of wheat grains,; and-of 
very poor quality, as it afterward*.proved, 
being worth but $!!• anounce—toy in the 
pan ; and the great gold twit, which em- 
braced Salmon, Warren's, Boise, Owyhee, 
and Black Foot, was found. 


I said, "Thank yon, Mr. Bablaine." He 


looked at me with blended pride and pain, 
and deliberately firing a doubted-barreled 
volley of smoke at my breast, told me to 
make the best use of the discovery, gave 
a written direction of the i course,-audio-( 
callty, and went out., In lose than »week 
I was in tbe new mines with a" cargo that 
sold for a dollar a pound before it was un- 
packed.

. » We must stick together, stick togeth- 
er, follow me. I will shoot the first man., 
who'don't obey, and send him to Hell 
a-fluking." * 


Again he led on. We struggled after

"There are nine of us," he went on, 


'all sworn not to tell. Of course, being

We hod burdly got over tho ferry, when 
English and party followed. But as, we 
hod becu joined by three resolute men, 
and were now nine, while they were but 
six, we kept on. We knew their busi- 
ness, and when they passed u« Booni chat- 
ting gayly, they must have felt, from onr 
compact manner of travel and silence, that 
they were understood. I observed that 
they were i>plendily mounted and armed. 


It was twenty-four miles to -Fetalia— 


tbo nearest station. The days were short, 
and the snow deep. With the host of for- 
tune, we did doc expect to make it till 
night. At noon we left the Alpowa, and 
rode to a vast plnte&u without stone,utake 
or sign to point *he way to Petalia, twelve 
miles distant. Here the snow was deeper, 
more difficult; besides a furious wind had 
set in, which blinded andjdiocourn(ted our 
horses.

There is nothing in the history or 
traditions ot Freemasonary equal to it. 
Beautifully dotted on his left arm, in red 
and blue ink, which time could not offaofl, 
appeared all the emblems of the entire ap- 
prenticeship. There were the Holy Bible, 
square and compass, the twenty-four inch 
guage and common gavel. 
There were 


also the masonic pavement, representing 
the ground floor, of King Solomon's Tem- 
ple, the identical teeele which surrounds 
it, and the blazing star in the centre. On 
his right arm, and artistically executed in 
the same indelible liquid, were tbe em> 
blemi pertaining to the fellow craft's de- 
gree, viz., the square, the level and tbe 
plumb. There were also the five columns 
representing tbe five orders of architecture 
—the Tuscan, Doric, Ionic, Corinthian, and 
Composite. In removing his garment*, 
from bis body, the trowel presanted itself, 
with all the other tools of operative mason- 
ry. Over his heart was the pot of uicenser 
On other parts of his body were the bee- 
hive, the book of constitutions, guard- 
ed by the Tyler's sword pointing to 
a naked heart; the All-seeing eye, tbe 
anchor and the ark, the hour-glass, tbe 
scythe, trie forty-seventh problem of Eu- 
clide,. the nun, moon, stars and comet*; 
the three steps, which are emblematical of 
youth, manhood and age, Admirably 
executed was the weeping virgin, reclin- 
ing on a brown column, upon which lay 
the book of constitutions. In her left hao4 
she held the pot of incense, the Kaaoni* 
emblem of a pure heart, and in her uplift- 
ed hand a sprig of acacia, the emblem of 
the immortality of the sou].

THE FKASKLIN 
STREET BRIDGE.— 


Among the many improvements now be- 
ing made iu our city one of the most im- 
portant is the Franklin street bridge over 
the mill-race. The old structure, besides 
being in the laat degree shabby, wag a 
source of danger in case of a runaway,ns it 
only occupied a portion of the street, 
while the new ono occupies the entire 
width of the street including tho side- 
walks, und will be of the same grade. 
The beams, composed of a wrought iron 
beam twelve inches deep and four inches 
thick, supported on each side by white 
oak plank eleven and a half inches deep, 
rest on substantial stone foundations and 
are covered with white oak plank four 
inches thick. Franklin street is destined 
to be one of the principal streets in the 
city, and in view of this fact the bridge 
has been built in a solid and tubstantial 
manner to meet the requirements of the 
increased amount of business. 


Tho icon beams were manufactured by 


the Union Iron Works of Pittsburgh and 
cost about $800. The stone work, wood' 
work and labor cost about $3,500. 


Tho masonry is now finished and tbe 


iron in waiting for the bridge across the 
mill-pond on Washington street, on which 
the work (will soon be commenced and 
rapidly pushed forward toward comple- 
tion.

THE FIRE OH COTTA<HS HILI,—BEPDJEBY 


BDRNED/AT TBRAMOO OITT — LOCAL

OIL CITY, Oct. 27, 1870. 


Editors Morning Herald: 


Our city for a long time has been very 


qniet, with nothing of interest oconring 
to break the general monotony of affairs 
until yesterday, when a fire jon Cottage 
Hill caused very general and great excite- 
ment among our ..cAtizonB. Shortly, after 
three o'clock the alarm was1'given, and as 
Mr. Drake's residence.is situated on-the 
very summit of the;Ml, from all parts of 
the town the flames and smoke could be 
seen issuing from the roof and upper 
windows. From all directions our citi- 
zens hurried to the spot, and in fifteen 
minutes a crowd of at least fifteen hun- 
dred persons were collected together wit- 
nessing the destruction that could A not 
be [stayed. 
The' fire department" "was 


promptly on hand, and Hand-Engino-No 
3, located directly opposite, was soou at 
work.

Steamer No. 4, while being dragged up'the 
hill with much difficulty. by_srx gtrjmg. 
team horses, run against a largo stone, 
which tore off the fire box 'and was* disa- 
bled for the time being: • ••While-waifing~ 
for, repairs it was passed by steamer No! 1. 
which succeeded in reaching a tnnk-bj the. 
U. P. Church and was soon at.work, forc- 
ing water nearly an eighth of-a mile up 
hill on the fire. In a few moments engine 
No. 4 came upon the scone and was sta- 
tioned above the burning building at a 
tank in the roar of the school house, and 
the men building a support of stones for 
the grate bars, set her to work. 
Tho fire 


originated, it is generally believed, in the 
roof from a defective.,chimney and had 
been burning some time before it was dis- 
covered. When we arrived on the spot, 
soon after the alarm was given, the great- 
est excitement' prevailed'. 
Men were 


straining every nerve to remove all that 
by any possibility could be saved, and the 
street was filled with heaps of household 
goods of all kinds. Some of the -men- 
worked with a cool deliberation and stead- 
iness that oan only be equalled—not ex- 
colled—and succeeded in ' saving many 
articles of valne; but most of .them were 
fairly crazy with excitement, and of course 
removed the shutters and windows the 
first thing, which allowed a strong draught 
to circulate through the building, and add 
greatly to the intensity of the flame?. A 
strong wind was blowing toe flames direct- 
ly against the adjoining building belong- 
ing to Ex-Burgess Gegle, and it was soon 
found that it could not be saved. The ex- 
citement which had been steadily on the 
increase, now reached its highest pitch as 
it was considered impossible to save tho 
dwellings and school house on thftt side of 
the street. Household goods were carried 
out of the buildings, supposed to be iu dim 
go?, and piled anywhere and everywhere, 
to bo out of the reach of* tho flames. 
Meanwhile the labors of tho fire depart- 
ment, however, were meeting with un- 
lookedforsuccess. Steamers Nu 1 and3 wore 
forcing steady streams under the guidance 
of experienced hands, and tjf fire was 
nearly under control when No. 4, with an 
one and one-half inch pipe, ~ turned the 
scale in their favor. A heavy rain shower 
oominffonythe crowd dispersed and the 
unfortunate owners commenced collecting 
their scattered goods. This morning an 
alarm was given in 


VENANGO CITY, 


and the fire department promptly pro- 
ceeded to tho assistance of their brethren 
on the opposite side of the river. 
On. ar- 


riving at. the spot, the fire was found to 
be in a B. S. Refinery belonging to Capt.
